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BLACK ICE CAUSES TRAFFIC 
CHAOS: A48 WAS CLOSED 


THERE was traffic chaos 
in the Vale this week 
(February 28), after 
motorists were caught out 
by black ice. 

Police in the Vale told The 
GEM: “At least six collisions 
occurred on sections of the A48, 
the A4226 Five Mile Lane, and the 
B4270 in Llandow, with many 
believed to have been caused by 
cars hitting black ice. 

“In one incident, a motorcyclist 


was injured after losing control of 
his bike near the Pentre Meyrick 
junction of the A48. 

“Following the collisions, the 
A48 was closed between 
Cowbridge and Culverhouse 
Cross by the Vale Council 
Highways department, to allow 
for gritting to take place. 

“The B4270 Llantwit Major 
Road was also closed in both 
directions for a short period to 
allow for recovery work and 
removal of debris, following 


another collision on the Llantwit 
Major roundabout near Meadow 
Vale Nursery.” 

The local policing inspector for 
Penarth and the Vale of 
Glamorgan, Gary Smart, speaking 
on Tuesday, said: “Conditions on 
many of the roads in the Vale were 
treacherous this morning. 

“Black ice is very difficult to 
see until it is often too late and we 
encourage motorists to take extra 
care, slow down, and allow extra 
time for their journeys.” 


Poppy Appeal 
shatters all the 
old records 
in Cowbridge! 


COWBRIDGE 
responded in 
record-breaking 
style to last 
November’s Poppy 
Appeal - passing 
tbe £20,000 mark 
for tbe first time 
ever. 

A key factor

“This was borne out 
when the collection 
from the streets and the 
shops, businesses, 
schools and pubs was 
counted and was found 
to be well over 
£15,000. 

“There was a 
wonderful atmosphere 
in the town, which was 
created by a 
combination of actions, 
and much of the credit 
must go to the retailers 
and businesses in the 
town - plus the support 
we received from the 
Cutting Edge Group. 

“Over 60 businesses 
displayed Cutting 
Edge’s large felt 
poppies, combined with 
a sign ‘Supporting the 
Poppy Appeal’ in then- 
windows. 

“Another dozen or so 
joined the ‘Paint the 
Town Red’ initiative 
with imaginative and 
attractive shop window 
displays. These 


contributions, coupled 
with the large poppies 
on the lamp posts, 
created a sea of red and 
a very moving image.” 

Mr Howell added: 
“Although the 
collection and other 
income would have 
helped us create a 
record-breaking year, it 
was the generous 
donations of £1,000 
from the Social Fund 
Bingo; and the takings 
from the Cowbridge 
Amateur Dramatics 
(CADS) performance 
of their WWl plays, 
that took us beyond 
that £20,000 mark. 

“We are extremely 
grateful for their 
contributions. May I 
express my sincere 
thanks to all who 
helped. 

“Next year’s appeal 
will soon be with us 
and I hope we can 
continue in this very 
positive vein.”

C OUN 

Moore’s self¬ 
appraisal of 
the successes 
achieved by his 
Labour-led Vale 
Council (The GEM, 
last week) reads 
like an application 
to re-apply for his 
financially 
rewarding job. 

As with all such self¬ 
appraisals, it failed to 
address issues that have 
caused irritation,

been refused. The result 
is that smaller villages 
have been ‘urbanised’ by 
unsympathetic 
developments. 

The common thread 
with all these 
applications is that they 
were approved despite 
wholesale objections 
from local communities, 
who in many instances, 
went to the financial 
expense of engaging 
external experts to 
highlight the dangers of 
such developments. 

However, expert 
opinions were over¬ 
ruled - because the 
planners knew best, a 
preposterous claim by a 
relatively inexperienced 
planning team. What is 
of equal concern is that 
members of the planning 
committee also showed 
no regard to the overall 
damage that these 
developments would 
have on the surrounding 
areas. 

At the same time, the 
council has been silent 
as to why the numerous 
brownfield sites around 
the Vale which are an 
eyesore, of which the 
prime example is the one 
at Llandow, are being 
ignored for 
development. 

Am I being too 
cynical to suggest that 
the relatively low 
financial value of section 
106 agreements that 


seem part and parcel of 
planning permission 
mean that our council 
have no interest in 
seeing such sites 
developed? 

The legacy of this 
council can be seen in 
the urban and 
unsympathetic 
developments that have 
blighted so many of our 
Vale villages. 

However, it has to be 
said that the failure by 
the previous 
Conservative 
administration to ensure 
that an LDP was in place 
prior to the last local 
elections created an 
opportunity for 
developers whose only 
motive is profit - which 
they have exploited to 
the full and, it would 
appear, supported by the 
current administration. 

It is clear that an 
important issue like 
housing policy is not 
safe in the hands of 
‘here today often gone 
tomorrow’ politicians 
whose short-term 
approach risks errors 
being made that future 
generations have to live 
with. 

Perhaps Conn Moore 
might include this 
additional information in 
future self appraisals.

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Look behind 
the statistics! 


R ecent 

news reports 
state the Vale 
of Glamorgan has 
the fifth highest 
number of low 
environmental 
scores in the UK. 

That is, a large 
number of catering 
establishments in the 
Vale are ranked fifth 
from the bottom for poor 
performance, out of all 
areas in the UK. 

This statistic, 
although true, is 
misleading - as it 
misrepresents the true 
status of many 
establishments - because 
the survey provides no 
linked comparison or 
benchmark for the 
performance and the 
monitoring of the 
inspectors. 

It’s important the 
public are aware there is 
another contributing 
factor to the statistic. I 
am involved in the 
training and operation of 
establishments 
throughout Great 
Britain. I find the Vale of 


Glamorgan inspectors 
often express new 
critiques that are 
perplexing and differ 
from the methodology of 
their colleagues. 

They seem to operate 
in an independent, and 
sometimes draconian 
manner, that is 
unfortunate when 
compared to the 
commencement of the 
scheme which was of 
good programme¬ 
building with 
cooperation and 
discussion. 

We found this 
permitted a valuable 
topic that could be 
further discussed with 
customers, but now the 
assessments are so 
difficult to comprehend 
and predict. 

Surely, the answer has 
to be for improvement 
that a senior Vale of 
Glamorgan Council 
officer consults with 
other local government 
authorities to determine 
best practice?

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OBITUARY - PIERO FAMA 


Cowbridge 
restaurateur 
‘brought colour 
to many lives’ 


A famous name from 
Cowbridge’s past 
has passed away, 
and a good friend 
has written the 
following obituary. 

The Reverend Glyn 
Austin was not a 
minister when he first 
met Piero Fama - the 
restaurateur who 

brought Basil’s to 
Cowbridge. 

In fact, Glyn Austin 
lived above Basil’s and 
worked there, before 
taking holy orders in 
1990. 

As local people will 
know, Mr Fama sold up 
and moved away but the 
Rev Austin stayed in 
touch and has supplied 
this oZj/mary of a good 
friend. 

y friend Piero 
Fama, who 
passed away 
last year, was a well- 
known restaurateur in 
south Wales during the 
1970s and ‘80s. In 1983 
he opened Basil’s 
Brasserie in 

Cowbridge. 

Piero hailed from 
Taormina in Sicily. He 
arrived in London 
during the swinging 
sixties and worked for 
some time at the 
legendary Hungry Horse 
on Fulham Road. 

Piero was full of 
wonderful, and 

sometimes racy stories

about the customers at 
The Hungry Horse. 

In the very early ‘70s, 
Piero and his family 
opened The Harvesters 
in what was then a 
distinctly unfashionable 
part of Cardiff. 

The Harvesters in 
Pontcanna Street, 
modelled partly on the 
success of The Hungry 
Horse, proved to be an 
incredibly successful 
venture. 

When I worked there 
in the mid-’70s, the 
restaurant was listed in 
the Good Food Guide 
and it was buzzing! It 
was a magnet for local 
people and visiting 
celebrities. 

Whilst Piero was 
living and working in 
Pontcanna he learned 
Welsh - he was a gifted 
linguist, and would 
make a point of 

welcoming Welsh 
speakers to the 

restaurant in their 

mother tongue. 

He also appeared on 


Welsh language 

television demonstrating 
some of his recipes. 
Indeed, you could argue 
that Piero was a 
forerunner of the 
celebrity chef. That 
thought would have 
made him laugh, I am 
sure. 

Basil’s Brasserie in 
Cowbridge, like the 
Harvesters before it in 
the 1970s, was a busy 
restaurant. It soon had a 
loyal core of regulars. 

Piero shared the 
cooking in those days 
but his attention to detail 
and his wide range of 
culinary influences were 
always apparent on the 
menu. 

Piero was one of life’s 
characters. He was 
proud of his Sicilian 
roots but the culture of 
his adopted home was 
also a source of great 
interest. 

Piero enjoyed opera, 
played squash and loved 
good food and red wine. 
He was well-read and a 
keen observer of the 
human condition. 

He would roar with 
laughter at some of the 
idiocies of modern life. 
You couldn’t call Piero 
politically correct but he 
could be very kind and 
thoughtful. 

Piero the restaurateur 
brought colour to many 
lives. He was fun to 
work with. 

He retired to 

Barnstaple in north 
Devon with his wife Val 
and died last year after a 
short illness. Piero’s zest 
for life, his love of red 
wine and opera 

remained, Val informs 
me, unabated.

Local volunteers chance 
inquiry changed the lives 
of Cambodian mothers... 


SUZI ROBERTSON, who grew 
up in Cowbridge, describes her 
recent experience as a volunteer 
teacher at a rural school in 
Cambodia. 

F or the majority of the time I 
spent in Cambodia, I was the 
only Westerner, but I was 
warmly welcomed into the rural 
community. 

One morning, while we were eating 
breakfast, 14-month-old Pauline had an 
‘accident’, which sparked a discussion as to 
why she did not wear nappies! 

I was told that to keep a child in 
disposable nappies, costs between 50 cents 
(US) and US$1 a day. As the average salary 
for the area is $40 a month, it’s just 
impossible to spend that much on nappies. 

Pauline’s father (the school director) 
talked of his sadness that he could not 
provide nappies for his baby, and how he 
knew that this was unsanitary and fuelled 
many illnesses in the community. 

Later that day, I thought that I would 
send emails to some reusable cloth nappy 
companies and see if they might be willing 
to donate. I mentioned this to my sister - 


who has used reusable nappies for both her 
children - and she suggested raising the 
money to buy some. And so the project was 
bom! 

I worked out that if I raised £500,1 could 
buy enough nappies for the village where 
the school is based. The project was really 
well received and within a week I had 
surpassed the £500 target. Word got around 
quickly and everyone in the village was 
very excited. 

A few days after the target was reached, 

I received an email from TotsBots (a UK 
manufacturer of reusable nappies) saying 
that they had some nappies to donate if I 
still wanted them. 

I jumped at this opportunity, figuring 
that perhaps I’d get another 50 nappies and 
I could give some to the babies in the next 
village. 

The Crowdfunder still had three weeks 
to go and more donations were slowly 
coming in. I went to the next village and 
met with three mothers to discuss the 
project with them. They were very excited 
and assured me that if I could get them 
some reusable nappies they would 
definitely use them. 

One of the mothers has twins and the 
difference this will make to her life is 


immense. I came away feeling quite 
emotional and determined that I would get 
them some nappies. 

I left the school with the promise that I 
would be back in a month with the nappies 
and headed to Thailand. 

I had six days to cram in some 
sightseeing in Bangkok, before heading 
back home to Cowbridge, for a few weeks 
with my parents and family. 

One evening, I was just about to drift off 
to sleep when I got a text from my mum 
telling me that 18 boxes of nappies had just 
been delivered! 

TotsBots had donated over 1,800 nappies 
to the project! That’s enough to provide 
reusable nappies to babies in eight villages. 

Needless to say, I was so excited that I 
barely slept that night. Three days and a 16- 
hour flight later, I found myself sitting in 
my childhood home surrounded by boxes 
of nappies. 

I’ve had a very busy and slightly 
overwhelming few days - sorting through 
the boxes and getting quotes to ship them to 
Cambodia. 

And that’s how a brief conversation 
changed the lives of a Cambodian rural 
community.

LOCAL PUPILS PICK UP SOME 
MONKS’ HABITS IN LLANTWIT! 


FOUNDED in 
around 500 AD by 
St Illtud, the 
church in Llantwit 
Major is one of the 
oldest Christian 
sites in Britain and 
is reputed to be 
Britain’s earliest 
known centre of 
learning. 

At the western end of 
the church stands the 
Galilee Chapel, which 
was originally a two- 
storey building 
constructed in the 13th 
century, but it was 
destroyed during the 
Reformation. However, 
after around 400 years, it 
has now been restored as 
a visitor and education 
centre. 

Over the last few 
months, the church has 
welcomed various 
school parties to 
undertake a range of 
activities linked to the 
story of St Illtud, the 
notion of pilgrimage, 
and the Celtic crosses 
now proudly presented 
in the Galilee Chapel. 
This is the largest 
collection of Celtic 
crosses outside the 
National Museum of 
Wales. 

In total, the church 
has hosted around 200 
pupils from local schools 
and further afield. On 
Friday, February 17 it 
was the turn of year-5 
from St Andrew’s Major 
Primary School in Dinas 
Powys to visit. Twenty- 
eight pupils and staff 
spent the morning 
learning about the life 
and legends of St Illtud 
and making scallop 
shells with pilgrimage 
messages to give to each 
other. 

First, all the pupils 
dressed up in monks’ 
habits. Then, after the 
Rector, Father Edwin 


Counsell, had welcomed 
everyone Gareth Kiddie, 
also attired as a monk, 
introduced the activities. 
He led the group making 
scallop shells, while the 
other half of the class 
followed a trail of St 
Illtud around the church 
and the surrounding 
area, led by the church’s 
very own St Illtud, Kath 
Ewins, also dressed as a 
monk. 

When these two 
activities were 
completed. Brother 
Gareth took the whole 
class into the Galilee 
Chapel to explain about 
the different stones to be 
seen around the church 
and especially the Celtic 
crosses. At the end of 
the visit, all pupils were 
given a wooden cross by 
Father Edwin as a 
souvenir of their visit, 
together with a 
bookmark from the 
shop, presented by 
Dilwen Phillips. 

The visit was a great 
success and the church 
looks forward to 
welcoming many more 
schools in the future. 
Many thanks go to all 
those who helped with 
the visit.

Prof Williams showed 
an in-depth knowledge of 
Staniforth’s life and 
works and was able to 
paint a colourful picture 
of political life during the 
First World War through 
the media of cartoons 
and caricatures. 

After this fascinating 
talk, refreshments were 
served and the evening 
concluded with an 
auction, with proceeds 
going towards WI funds.

Coun Peter King, 
cabinet member for 
building maintenance, 
highways and 
transportation, said: 
“Following a 
constructive meeting 
with the local 
community in January, 

I asked my officers to 
consider all the points 
raised. 

“As a result, we have 
deemed the road 
between the Eglwys 
Brewis Estate and 
Llantwit Major 
Comprehensive School 
unsuitable for pupils to 
walk down. 

“Children’s safety is 
of paramount 
importance to all 
concerned and 
construction works 
associated with the new 
Aston Martin car plan 
will lead to increased 
traffic along the route, 
including its use by 
heavy Goods Vehicles.”

Primary school 
pupils have been 
painting bird boxes 
and placing them 
in trees around 
Victoria Park - one 
of the Vale’s many 
Green Flag- 
awarded outdoor 
areas. 

In total, there are 
eight parks in the 
county borough that 
have been given that 
honour by Keep Wales 
Tidy, the mark of a 
quality green space. The 
others are Merthyr 
Dyfan Cemetery, 
Romilly Park, 

Alexandra Park, Barry 
Island Seafront, Belle 
Vue Park, Central Park, 
and Knap Gardens. 

The Vale also has 
eight community sites 
that have been awarded 
Green Flag status - 
Barry Community 
Garden, Birchgrove 
Woodlands, Cowbridge 
Physic Garden, 
Cwmtalwg Local 
Nature Reserve, 
Elizabethan Orchard, 
Old Hall Gardens, 
Upper Orchard Field 
Wenvoe and Wenvoe 
Community Orchard. 

With Cadoxton 
Primary School next to 
Victoria Park in Barry, 
pupils benefit from 
using the area for a 
number of activities. 
Their school sports day 
is held there, while the 
children build dens 
around the park and 
also go on nature walks. 

Their latest project 
has seen pupils in year- 
2 and 3 paint a number 
of nesting boxes for 
birds. These are then 
attached to trees around 
the park, allowing 
children to monitor how 
they are used over the 
coming months. 

Cadoxton Primary is 
an Eco-School, meaning 


it follows an 
international 
programme run in 
Wales by Keep Wales 
Tidy and funded by the 
Welsh Government. 

The programme helps 
pupils learn about 
sustainable living and 
global citizenship while 
giving them the 
information and support 
they need to make 
changes that will benefit 
their school, local 
environment and wider 
community. 

These include 
reducing waste and 
energy consumption, 
using environmentally- 
friendly transport, living 
healthily and being 
aware of litter issues. 

Coun Gwyn John, 
cabinet member for 
visible, leisure and 
regulatory services, 
said: “Here in the Vale 
of Glamorgan, we have 
worked hard to create 
top-quality green areas 


for people to enjoy and 
are proud that this effort 
has resulted in so many 
spaces around the 
County being given 
Green Flag status. 

“It’s great to see the 
children of Cadoxton 
Primary School 
enjoying Victoria Park. 
Having such a 
wonderful space on 
their doorstep offers a 
fantastic opportunity to 
learn about local 
wildlife. 

This bird-nesting 
project should further 
fuel that interest, while 
time in the park can 
also help make children 
aware of important 
environmental issues.”

Memories of 
National Service 
at Men’s Forum

THE chairman of 
Barry Men’s Forum 
welcomed speaker 
Mr Haydn Burgess, 
whose talk was 
entitled ‘Teenage 
Adventures, 1946 to 
1949’. 

Until 1956, all youths 
in the country had to do 
compulsory National 
Service, a minimum of 
two years in the armed 
forces, where they were 
trained for military 
service. 

Even with thousands 
of soldiers being 
demobbed after the 
Second World War, 
teenagers were required 
to join one of the services 
or the Merchant Navy. 
Haydn recalled how at 
the age of 18 in 1946 he 
had been ‘called up’. 

Being a Cardiff lad, he 
was first posted to 
Brecon Lines, in the 
King’s Liverpool 

Regiment. His early 
training was in the Royal 
Corps of Signals, where 
because of the 
confidentiality involved, 
he was made an NCO 
and then Lance Corporal: 
1946/47 was the hardest 
winter in living memory 
when the snow was over 
four feet deep, and he 


recalled how he was on 
guard at Catterick 
gatehouse, where he was 
hardly able to see above 
the snow. 

He was soon to leave 
the cold of Britain for the 
heat of Africa. He arrived 
in Egypt, before 
travelling south, staying 
at numerous army posts 
and finishing almost on 
the equator at Mogadishu 
in Somalia. He recounted 
many episodes of army 
life, which gave him a 
love of Africa, and his 
sincere belief that the 
continent has a ‘great 
future’, so long as the 
leaders rise to the 
challenges. 

The next meeting is on 
March 9, when the 
speaker will be Mr Clive 
Simms, whose talk is 
entitled ‘The man who 
barked, and other 
stories’. 

New members are 
welcome at £2 per 
meeting, which includes 
light refreshments, starts 
at lOJSam and finishes 
by noon. The Barry 
Men’s Forum meets at 
the Trinity Presbyterian 
Church Hall every 
Thursday morning.

Another year - 
another top notch 
show by the 
Bridgend Youth 
Theatre (BYT) in 
the Grand 
Pavilion, 
Porthcawl. This 
time, it was Fiddler 
on the Roof. 

However, with the 
BYT, it might just as 
well be Groundhog 
Day, because each year 
there are new faces on 
stage, but the quality 
remains the same. 

BYT director Roger 
Burnell has put together 
a talented young 
production team, with 
assistant director 
Naiomi Pearl Roberts, 
musical director Nathan 
Jones and 

choreographer Annie 
Davies, and given them 
an impressive pool of 
young talent from 
around the area to work 
with. 

Added to that. 
Fiddler on the Roof is a 
classic show, full of 
good tunes, drama and 
humour, with an added 
resonance in this day 
and age, as the villagers 
who have lived for 
many years in Russia 
are forced to become 
refugees. 

The cast put on five 
performances over three 
days (February 23-25), 
and I saw the final one, 
on Saturday night, 
where an appreciative 
audience gave the 
young performers a 
well-deserved standing 
ovation. 

My only problem is 
how to review it, 
because the depth of 
talent available to the 
BYT meant that a 
number of roles were 
shared, with two actors 
appearing on alternate 
nights. 

The main character is 
Tevye, the village 
milkman and 
philosopher, who has 
six daughters. Owen 
Rhys Evans played 
Tevye on all five 
shows, but his four 


eldest daughters were 
shared between eight 
girls. 

It would be easy to 
enthuse about the 
Saturday cast, but that 
seems unfair on the 
Friday girls. I have it on 
good authority that they 
were excellent too. 

Similarly, the male 
roles of Motel, the 
young tailor who is in 
love with Tevye’s oldest 
daughter, Tzeitel, and 
Mordcha, a prominent 
villager, were shared 
between James Evans 
Jones and Rob Davis. 
Motel gets a song, 
‘Miracle of Miracles’ 
but Mordcha doesn’t. 

Consequently, I can 
report that Rob sang it 
very well indeed. I 
can’t comment on 
James, but as last year 
he was Tony, the lead in 
West Side Story, I doubt 
if the Friday audience 
felt short changed. 

To put it in football 
terms, the BYT is a bit 
like Chelsea at the 
moment. A pretty 
impressive 11 take the 
field, but even more 
intimidating is the 
talent on the bench! 

Some cast members 
were on stage for every 
performance, and as 
Tevye and his wife 
Golde, Owen Rhys 
Evans and Rebecca 
Leigh were an excellent 
team. 

Tevye has the eye¬ 
catching songs, and 
Owen made the most of 
‘If I Were a Rich Man’. 

I liked the light and 
shade in his 

performance. Tevye can 
be a bit larger than life, 
but Owen made him 
more of an everyman. 

However, Owen and 
Rebecca really shone 
with their duet, ‘Do You 
love Me?’ which they 
made funny, reflective 
and poignant all at 
once. 

The main comedy 
role in Fiddler is Yente, 
the matchmaker, and 
this gave Aisling 
McCormack Thomas a 
chance to showcase her 
talents, getting plenty of 


laughs as the old 
busybody. 

It’s not that long ago 
that I saw her playing 
the lead in Annie in 
Cowbridge 

Comprehensive’s school 
show, so it's good to see 
someone put her 
singing talents on one 
side to make the show 
work so well. 

There were strong 
performances 
throughout. Last year, 
Lewis Scott had the 
showy role of Bernardo, 
the leader of the Sharks, 
in West Side Story, but 
here he got plenty of 
laughs as Lazar Wolf, 
the elderly, drunken 
butcher who has set his 
sights on Zeitel - 
before true love 
intervenes. 

I wan Bond, playing 
Perchik, the idealistic 
revolutionary who is in 
love with Hodel, 

Tevye’s second oldest 
daughter, was also a 
strong performer. 

Again, in ‘The 
Dream’, where Tevye 
conjures up a dream to 
persuade Golde to 
approve of Tzeitel’s 
young suitor, there were 
excellent ghostly 
cameos from Lili Smith 
and Layla Miller. 

Essentially, Fiddler 
on the Roo/is an 
ensemble piece, and 
what was so enjoyable 
about this production 
was how much each 
performer gave on 
stage, whether in a 
featured role or as part 
of the chorus. 

In the cast list below, 
take note of the eight 
girls who shared the 
roles of Tevye’s four 
daughters. On their 
alternate nights, they 
were in the chorus, 
making sure that 
numbers such as 
‘Sunrise, Sunset’ 
worked as well as they 
could. 

They were all part 
othe team, keeping the 
BYT where it should 
be - right at the top 
when it comes to 
entertainment in 
Bridgend county 




borough. 

To drag in another 
football analogy, things 
have gone pear-shaped 
at Leicester City this 
year. Great success last 
year but manager 
Claudio Ranieri 
couldn’t hold some 
players' egos in check - 
it is said. 

They are too big for 
their boots and aren’t 
working as hard for the 
team as last year - it is 
also said. 

Not a problem with 
the BYT. Good reviews 
last year count for 
nothing if you don’t 
contribute this year. 

It all goes to make 
the annual BYT show a 
treat. Put it in your 
diary for next year. 
Don’t wait to see if you 
know the show. Just go 
along and be thrilled.

Women’s rights champion 
joins prestigious Welsh list 


A VALE woman who 
campaigned for women’s 
rights in Wales and the 
United Nations, has been 
included in the Dictionary 
of Welsh Biography, the 
national database that 
contains more than 5,000 
concise biographies of 
Welsh people who have 
made a significant 
contribution to national 
life, whether in Wales or 
more widely. 

Audrey Jones of Dinas Powys, 
who died in 2014 aged 84, took 
part in the 1995 United Nations 
World Conference for Women in 
Beijing, attending preparatory 
meetings in European cities and 
drafting reports. Beijing proved a 
watershed in mainstreaming 
gender equality, establishing the 
Beijing Declaration and Platform 
for Action. 

A founder member of Wales 
Assembly of Women (WAW), she 
regularly represented WAW at 
annual New York sessions to 
review progress on Beijing until a 
couple of years before her death, 
including the major conferences 
Beijing-i-5 (2000) and Beijing+lO 
(2005). WAW became accredited 
to the UN Economic and Social 
Council in 2000, when Audrey 
hand-delivered the application in 
New York. 

Audrey first made her mark as a 
teacher. For 30 years she taught at 
St Cyres Comprehensive School, 
Penarth, gaining a reputation as an 
uncompromising advocate of 
girls’ education and rising to 
deputy head, a distinction gained 
by few women in 1980’s 


comprehensives. Committed to 
challenging sexism in education, 
she encouraged girls to study 
science and maths. 

Audrey was interviewed for the 
British Library archive 
‘Sisterhood and After: The 
Women’s Liberation Oral History 
Project’ that documented 
memories of activists at the 
forefront of the fight for political 
and social equality in the 1970s 
and ‘80s. 

She was a driving force in the 
Women’s Forum of the Vale of 
Glamorgan Labour Party. 

Determined the forum should 
survive when all-women meetings 
were being questioned in Labour 
Party circles, she argued women 
needed as many platforms as 
possible to promote equality. 

She was a founder member of 
Women’s Archive of Wales, the 
body committed to raising the 
profile of women in Welsh history. 
She linked WAW with the 
Women’s Arts Association, and, 
deeply interested in art though not 
an artist herself, became chair for 
several years. 

Audrey came to live in Wales in 
the 1950s when her late husband 
Hugh Jones took over transport 
logistics for international 
chemical company Dow Corning 
and the family settled in the Vale 
village of Dinas Powys. 

As devolution loomed, Audrey 
was an ardent campaigner in the 
powerful movement of women’s 
groups that combined to persuade 
the new National Assembly to 
commit to equal opportunity and 
she took to the streets in the drive 
to get the Labour Party to adopt 
constituency twinning to ensure 
gender equality in Labour 
representation in the first 


Assembly. 

Audrey was taken ill when 
returning from a London meeting 
preparing for an international 
conference of the United Nations 
Committee on the Elimination of 
Discrimination against Women 
(CEDAW) and died later that year. 

Professor Jackie Jones, chair of 
WAW, said: ‘Audrey was a 
courageous and committed 
campaigner and a long-term 
contributor to UN debates on 
women's rights. In those early 
days, she was a real pioneer and 
travelled the world to champion 
the cause of women. She made a 
difference. Being included in the 
DWB is a fitting tribute to all she 
achieved.’ 

The entry on Audrey for the 
Dictionary of Welsh Biography 
was written by Dr Jean Silvan 
Evans of Peterston-super-Ely, who 
said: ‘Audrey spent time and 
energy fighting for the rights of 
women not only in Wales but 
across the world. It was a privilege 
to be able to record her life and 
work for this important national 
database, where it will continue to 
inspire other women.’ 

Last year WAW established the 
Audrey Jones Memorial Awards 
for Research by Women in her 
honour. This year’s awards will be 
presented at WAW’s annual 
conference on Saturday, March 
11, 10am-3.30pm, which takes the 
theme ‘BREXIT really is a 
Women's Issue!’

AN appeal for 
information has 
been launched after 
a Barry cat died on 
a veterinarian's 
recovery table after 
being shot by an air 
rifle. 

The cat, named Rusty, 
had the pellet removed 
by operation on 
February 24. 

An x-ray scan 
revealed the pellet in the 
cat’s back, but sadly,- 
Rusty did not make it 
through the recovery 
stages following surgery. 

An RSPCA Cymru 
spokesman said: “The 
cat started to appear 
unwell approximately 
two weeks earlier, but 
had no obvious wounds 
on her body, so it was 
not apparent she had 
been the victim of a 
shooting. 

“Rusty was also being 
treated for a chest 
infection. However, it is 
now believed this is 
when the shooting took 
place.” 

RSPCA Cymru is 
urging anyone with 
information potentially 
related to the incident to 
contact the charity's 
inspectorate appeal line. 
The incident is 


understood to have taken 
place about a fortnight 
earlier, on Brookfield 
Avenue, where the cat 
lived. 

Gemma Black, 
RSPCA inspector, said: 
“Our thoughts are with 
Rusty’s owner at this 
very difficult time for 
them. 

“The cat sadly didn’t 
recover from the 
operation on February 
24. This sad and 
shocking incident is the 
latest example of the 
suffering to pets that one 
person with an air 
weapon can cause. 

“We urge anyone with 
any relevant information 
to come forward, and 
contact the RSPCA’s 
inspectorate appeal line 
on 0300 123 8018.” 

Rusty’s owner 
Kathryn Price said: “We 
are heartbroken to lose 
Rusty, who was one of 
our three much-loved 
cats. 

“She was an older cat, 
who didn’t go far - so 
we fear the shooting 
took place while she was 
in our back garden.”

BRIDGEND FORD STAFF ARE 
‘MOVING CLOSER TO STRIKE 
ACTION' - SAYS UNION LEADER 


AT tbe time of going to press yesterday 
(Wednesday), a confused picture bad 
emerged regarding tbe future of 
Bridgend Ford, wbicb makes 250,000 
engines a year for Jaguar-Land Rover 
(JLR), and twice that number for its own 
use. 

The plant, which opened in 1980, employs some 
1,900 people and specialises in producing petrol 
engines. It supports around 10,000 further supply- 
chain jobs in south Wales and beyond. 

The GEM understands that top officials from 
Ford UK and Unite union were planning to be 
present at the Bridgend plant yesterday. 

Unite claimed on February 28 that more than 
1,100 jobs were at risk, although just two years ago. 
Ford of Europe made the recommendation to Eord 
HQ in Detroit to build the new ‘Dragon’ petrol 
engines at Bridgend. 

The investment is being backed with an 
additional investment grant by the Welsh 
Government. 

The union is concerned because Eord has not 
issued any five-year outlook for the plant - 
something that it says is in place for other plants. 

Len McCluskey, leader of Unite, caled on Eord 
to “end the agony of its Welsh workforce and 
commit at last to the Bridgend engine plant”. 

Mr McCluskey said that failure to provide 
commitments on new investment will see the 
workforce move one step closer to strike action in 
defence of their jobs. 

In early 2015, it was announced that production 
of the JLR engines would move to its new plant in 
Wolverhampton, cutting by a third the number of 
units produced in Bridgend. 

Eirst Minster of Wales, and Assembly Member 
for Bridgend, Carwyn Jones AM, is in the US on a 
trade mission. 

In a statement issued on Twitter, he said: “These 
reports are clearly deeply concerning, and we are 
actively seeking urgent assurances from Eord, both 
in the UK and US, about their future plans. 

He added that there is “dialogue” - through 
trades unions - with the workforce, members of 
which are “being offered every assistance”. 

However, Welsh Conservative AM and Shadow 


Economy Secretary Russell George said yesterday 
that the First Minister “must travel to Detroit [Ford’ 
HQ] to seek assurances from Ford executives over 
the security of its Bridgend plant’s long-term 
future”. 

Mr George continued: “This situation has been 
rumbling on since June now, and right in the 
backyard of the First Minister’s constituency,” he 
said. 

“This is very worrying news for workers and 
their families, who for many months now have 
been grappling with an increasingly uncertain 
future. 

Bridgend MP Madeleine Moon said that she had 
spoken to Ford officials on Tuesday [February 28] 
and claimed there had been no mention of job 
losses, adding that the latest development “has 
completely blindsided me”. 

She continued: “We are living in uncertain 
times. We know for some time that that production 
of the Sigma engine, exported to the US, China and 
Europe is coming to an end. The Jaguar Land 
Rover engine contract is also coming to an end. 

“Expectations about the number of new Dragon 
engines for export to Europe has declined. So there 
is a need to attract new work to the Bridgend plant. 

“ It is important that management, unions and 
the workforce work together to maintain the 
productivity and viability of the Bridgend plant. I 
along with my fellow local MPs will continue to 
work to seek tariff free access to European markets 
so that new work can be attracted to the Bridgend 
plant.” 

Secretary of State for Wales and Vale MP Alun 
Cairns told The GEM: “I met with Ford officials 
yesterday [February 28] and discussed various 
issues at the plant, including the natural life cycle 
of engines made there and ongoing plans for 
modernisation. 

“As Secretary of State I, will continue to 
positively engage with Ford at Bridgend.” 

The GEM will continue to monitor this changing 
story.

Work by women 
scholars in Wales 
wins top awards 


WORK by two postgraduate 
researchers at Cardiff 
University is being recognised 
in annual research awards 
presented in memory of a 
Welsh woman who 
campaigned for women’s 
rights across the world. 

The Audrey Jones Memorial Awards 
for Research by Women - now in their 
second year - will be presented at the 
Wales Assembly of Women annual 
conference in Cardiff in March. 

Audrey Jones, who represented 
Wales on the Economic and Social 
Council of the United Nations and 
contributed to UN consultations and 
debates on women’s rights across the 
world, died in 2015 aged 84. Up until 
she retired in 1990 she was deputy 
head of St Cyres Comprehensive 
School in Penarth, where she had 
taught since 1960. 

Co-ordinator of the Audrey Jones 
Memorial Awards Dr Jane Salisbury 
said: “We were delighted with the 
quality of entries we received this year. 
Audrey always felt too many research 
findings remained hidden away from 
public view. She would be thrilled to 
know a new platform for female 
scholars had been established in her 
name.”

The morning session will hear from 
Baroness Eluned Morgan AM and 
Julie Morgan AM; both AMs are 
members of National Assembly 
committees looking at EU issues.

A six-year-old boy 
has been recognised 
by the Vale Council 
- after his 
campaign to help 
the homeless saw 
Fairfield Primary 
School donate more 
than 60 winter 
warmer bags to 
people sleeping 
rough in south 
Wales. 

Gethin Pritchard, a 
pupil at Fairfield, was 
only two when he 
spotted people sitting on 
the street in Cardiff and 
asked his mum, Tammy, 
about them. 

On learning they had 
nowhere to live, Gethin 
was concerned and 
wanted to help. 

Assisted by brother 
Zak and sisters Alissa 
and Ellie-Mai, what 


began with donations of 
hot drinks soon stretched 
to food and then gift 
cards for local coffee 
shops and bakeries. 

But Gethin wasn’t 
finished there, a 
spokesperson said and 
asked schoolmates to 
help. Together they 
started collecting even 
more supplies for the 
homeless. 

Such was the 
response, a total of 64 
aid bags containing the 
likes of thermal hats, 
scarves, gloves, toiletries 
as well as other items 
were donated by parents 
and distributed to those 
on the streets by charity 
Huggard.

True-life story lacks the human touch.. 


THE Boston 
Marathon bombing 
in 2013 was a 
terrorist attack 
that shook the 
world, its impact 
reverberating as 
people struggled to 
comprehend the 
severity of this 
atrocity. 

The bombing, and 
the pursuit of the men 
responsible captivated a 
worldwide audience, so 
it’s unsurprising that it 
has become the subject 
of a film. Patriot’s Day. 

Directed by Peter 
Berg, it stars Mark 
Wahlberg as Tommy 
Saunders, a policeman 
who is caught up in the 
bombing; providing 
support to the Boston 
police commissioner Ed 
Davis (John Goodman), 
FBI agent Ron 
DesLauriers (Kevin 
Bacon), it sees the city 
go into lockdown as the 
hunt for the two men 
(Alex Wolff and Themo 
Melikidze) responsible 
for the attack goes into 
overdrive... 

Coming so soon after 
the events of April 15, 
2013, Patriot’s Day is a 


film that attempts to 
delve beneath the 
surface to tell the story 
of how this attack 
occurred and the events 
that led to the death and 
capture of the men 
responsible. 

While a noble, 
gripping story that 
celebrates the hard work 
and efforts of those 
tasked with capturing 
the terrorists (and those 
caught up in their 
actions), the film all too 
often feels like a 
procedural, a 
slowburner that etches 
out how the police and 
FBI went from having 
no information to 
enough information. 

While this doesn’t 
diminish the power of 
the story being told, and 
makes for a thoroughly 
engaging watch, you 
can’t help but feel the 
more intriguing story is 
in what the film doesn’t 
tell you. 

As the film builds up 
to the attack we meet 
several characters who 
prove to be key in the 
story that unfolds, 
whether they be 
innocents who will find 
themselves embroiled in 
the events of the 


ensuing days or those 
responsible for the 
attacks; yet the majority 
of these characters end 
up on the periphery, 
sidelined by the no-less 
engaging but slightly 
more familiar story of 
how the terrorists were 
caught. 

Rather than appeal to 
the human interest in 
how these people 
survived and made it 
through the atrocity 
(something Marathon: 
The Patriot’s Day 
Bombing documentary 
does exceptionally 
well), we end up with 
something that feels a 
little over-familiar, 
seemingly cribbed from 
the likes of 24 or any 
other ‘catch-a-terrorist’ 
film. 

It’s interesting, 
certainly, especially for 
those with little 
knowledge of what 
went down between the 
bombs going off and 
those responsible being 
tracked down, but 
doesn’t really tread any 
new water in terms of 
its execution. 

This is Peter Berg 
and Mark Wahlberg’s 
second true-life disaster 
film in six months. 


having previously 
directed and starred 
respectively in 
Deepwater Horizon, 
and both do a decent 
job here. Berg always 
brings an immediacy 
and an immersiveness 
to his filmmaking and 
this is no different, 
using inserts of real 
footage to give the film 
a more factual and 
grounded edge, while a 
shoot-out is grittily and 
impressively staged. 

Wahlberg plays an 
amalgamation of several 
real-life characters, and 
despite being the name 
above the title of the 
film, and perhaps 
because of this doesn’t 
really play a leading 
role; his Boston 
sensibility and 
knowledge of the area 
comes into play, 
guiding larger forces to 
make decisions they 
know will help track 
down the terrorists, but 
a monologue about the 
impact of terrorism 
aside, his role slots 
alongside the other 
performances with little 
fanfare, the film 
peculiarly anchored 
around his character. 

John Goodman, 


Kevin Bacon and JK 
Simmons all give the 
film a foundation of 
class and dependability 
in their roles, but it’s 
very much an ensemble 
feel, the story dictating 
the importance of the 
characters and their 
involvement in the 
story. 

But what smacks 
most of a missed 
opportunity is the last 
five minutes of the film; 
eschewing the 
fictionalised telling of 
the story, a mix of 
interviews with the real 
people who are depicted 
in the film and footage 
of the city in the 
aftermath of the attack 
are more powerful and 
potent than much of 
what is the film before. 

Berg aims to end the 
film on the note that, 
given the atrocities that 
have since taken place 
in Brussels and Paris (to 
name but two), the 
power lies not with 
those who wish to harm 
but with those who have 
survived and thrived 
despite the actions of 
others. 

It’s a strong 
conclusion, yet given 
that the film is about the 


manhunt rather than the 
human stories at the 
centre of the attack, it 
strikes a false note - 
Berg would arguably 
have been better telling 
this story in Patriot’s 
Day rather than the 
compelling, but overly- 
familiar one he chooses 
to run with. 

VERDICT-A 
powerful story well 
told. Patriot’s Day is 
nonetheless something 
of a missed opportunity. 
Eschewing the story of 
those caught up in the 


2013 Boston Marathon 
bombing for a more 
linear manhunt story, 
we are caught up in the 
drama but never as fully 
emotionally invested as 
we could have been. 
That said, few directors 
are capable of 
producing such 
compelling work as 
Peter Berg in what is 
still an impressive film. 
Recommended.

Don’t be caught 
out - use Spektar 
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Open weekend tells the 
of wartime escape from 


THE site of the 
former Second 
World War German 
prisoner-of-war 
camp at Island 
Farm, Bridgend, 
was opened to the 
public recently as 
the Hut 9 
Preservation Group 
staged their first 
open weekend of 
2017. 


A total of 630 visitors 
took the opportunity to 
visit the scene of the 
famous ‘German Great 
Escape’ and were 
entertained by 

volunteers, who told 
them more about the 
history of the site. 

The former World War 
Two camp is sealed to 
visitors for much of the 
time, but several times 
each year the locked 
doors of the hut from 


which this escape was 
made, are opened to 
allow hundreds of 
visitors a rare look inside 
this unique building. 

Members of the Hut 9 
Preservation Group and 
over 50 ‘living 
historians’, dressed in 
period uniforms, gave 
talks and guided tours 
inside the hut. A number 
of period military 
vehicles were also on 
site.

Military historians 
were on hand to tell 
visitors about the history 
of the buildings, from 
their occupation by 
female workers at the 
nearby ordnance factory 
to the housing of 
hundreds of German 
prisoners of war. Also on 
display were dozens of 
original wall paintings 
made by the occupants 
over 70 years ago and 
rescued from some of the 
now-demolished huts. 

Brett Exton gave 
illustrated talks on the 
history of the site, and Dr 
Jonathan Hicks told 
visitors about the work of 
the group since its 
formation in 2012, and 
ALSO gave an insight 
into that famous night in 
March 1945 when 70

A spokesman said:

In the last 
two years, under the 
guidance of group 
member Wayne Gill, the 
group has renovated a 
nearby derelict building 
to convert it into a visitor 
centre and this building 
now contains a re¬ 
creation of the night that 
70 Germans escaped 
through a tunnel dug 
from one of the rooms in 
Hut 9.

the rooms inside Hut 9 to 
give visitors an insight 
into its fascinating past 
and another newly- 
furbished room was 
opened for the first time 
for this event.

I N the aftermath of Saturday’s shock 
13-29 defeat at Murray field, with 
hindsight it was perhaps too much 
to expect that a Wales team still 
struggling to settle on a ‘new way after 
Warrenbair, could again raise their 
game to the level and intensity of that 
heroic display against title favourites 
England in Cardiff. 

However, who could have foreseen the 
near-complete collapse in a truly 
abysmal second half that saw the lively 
Scots rattle up 20 points without reply - 
and break a cycle of nine successive 
defeats to Wales since 2008? 

That was the Grand Slam year when 
newly-appointed Wales coach Warren 
Gatland took charge of the squad, and the 
following year he recorded the first of four 
wins in the Scottish capital, ironically by a 
13-26 margin. 

The Kiwi was there again on Saturday - 
this time as a spectator in the capacity 
crowd, to run the rule over likely Six 


Nations candidates in his role as head coach 
for the Lions’ summer tour to New Zealand, 
and the TV cameras showed him looking 
pensive as red shirts imploded in front of 
him. 

And well he might, for on that 
performance alone, few of his regular 
charges had staked a convincing claim to a 
seat on the plane, while the worrying 
collapse added fuel to fears that Welsh play 
overall is on a backward slide from the 
trophy-filled days of the early Gatland era, 
and is revealing its old Achilles’ heel - wildly 
inconsistent peaks and troughs - while his 
attention is turned to Lions’ duties. 

How else to explain the stark contrast 
between the magnificent, gutsy display that 
almost overcame mighty England, and the 
floundering, error-ridden capitulation in the 
face of a lesser Scottish challenge just two 
weeks later? 

What had changed to explain this 
startling inconsistency? Certainly not the 
team - for caretaker head coach, Robert 
Howley, had responded to widespread 
criticism of actions taken from the Welsh 
bench during the loss to the English, by 
naming his original starting line-up (with 
George North returning) for a make or 
break pivotal game in the battle for the 
championship. 

He was, perhaps, still smarting from the 
critical fallout over the second-half changes 
that saw many people’s choice for man-of- 



the-match, Ross Moriarty, among other key 
players, taken off, which crucially hit team 
momentum, and along with a defensive lapse 
in the dying minutes, arguably cost Wales a 
famous victory. 

Howley insisted that player monitoring 
during the game had shown the rampaging 
No 8 was “beginning to tire” following a six- 
day turnaround since the Italy match in 
Rome, and they had brought on Taulupe 
Faletau, recently returned from injury, and 
with limited game time. 

^^The England head coach Eddie Jones had 
emptied his bench to a certain extent, and we 
needed fresh legs on. The six-day turnaround 
has an influence on players and we felt we 
were ma/cing the right decisions... 

Ht shows our strength in depth/’ he 
maintained. Moriarty had deserved to start in 
a retained Welsh back row to face the Scots: 
”It puts pressure on Toby, a good 
pressure...To have a strong bench as we have, 
is key. We were disappointed with our bench 
against England and we are looking for better 
impact this weekend.” 

In the end, debates over the relative 
merits of individuals were rendered 
academic in the post-match gloom of the 
team’s collective failure to match more 
enterprising, livewire opponents, who 
though seemingly out-powered, had made 
the most of their opportunities - while the 
error-prone men in red were spurning theirs 
with profligate dropped passes, lost 


possession, and turnovers all adding to 
growing Welsh frustration. 

The Scots gratefully took advantage, with 
man-of-the-match, Finn Russell, 
comfortably pulling the strings at outside 
half and punishing indiscretions with the 
boot, including three first half penalties. 

In fact, Wales were still well in the hunt at 
half time, changing over with a 13-9 lead, 
thanks to a well-worked corner try by wing 
Liam Williams, converted by Leigh 
Halfpenny, who also landed two penalties, 
though crucially missing a third. 

They were not to score again as 
everything fell apart in a dismal second half 
that clearly belonged to Scotland (though 
two Welsh touchdowns were ruled out). 

In the end, two brilliantly executed 
crossfield tries by Tommy Seymour and Tim 
Visser, both converted by Russell, set the 
seal on a comprehensive Scottish victory. 

The fly half added a penalty minutes from 
time that deservedly keeps them in the hunt 
for a prized Triple Crown. 

For the Welsh camp, it is now ''all about 
pride” as they prepare to host Ireland in the 
penultimate match on March 10: "Our 
championship is over. It was disappointing 
and frustrating... the performance was just 
not good enough”, said a grim-faced Howley. 

He and his under-fire fellow coaches know 
that a repeat of Saturday’s second half display 
at the Principality Stadium could well prove to 
be the straw that broke the camel’s back.
